"Texas needs will require 
a 


minimum of $100,000,000," Hines 
commented. 'There are now pend- 
ing for construction 752 projects, 
out. 
of which we have selected 
as most "important works that 
•will require that amount, aug- 
mened by whatever state funds 
will be available." 
Texas tentatively has been al- 


lotted $48,000,OuO but a final di- 
vision has not been made. .. 
Hines said a considerable por- 


tion of the funds would be used 
to complete highways to carry 
traffic to Centennial celebrations. 
He said he expected to spend 
about 25 per cent of his time af- 
ter his return from Washington 
conferring in Dallas and other 
cities with the Centennial com- 
mission and other officials look- 
ing to completion 
of 
highways 


that will figure 'prominently in 
the centennial.

petitioner of the equal protection 
of the laws in violation of the con- 
stitution of the United States."

EARTHEN STORED DIL

SABINE RIVER TODAY 


GLADEWATER, May 13.— 


Thousands of barrels of fuel oil 
that escaped from flood-damaged 
earthen pits, rode the backwaters 
of the Sabine river at the edge of 
Gladewater today. 
It was estimated that more than 


350,000 barrels of oil had escaped 
and that 1,000,000 more barrels 
were in danger of being lost. 
Operators prepared to continue 


efforts to keep the fugitive oil out 
of the main river, which had been 
on a rise several days and was 
expected to start receding today. 
The rising stream had kept the 
oil forced into the backwaters, and 
operators expressed fear that a 
fall in the river would let the oil- 
covered backwaters rush into the 
main stream over the board dams 
improvised over the week end.

One striking instance of the ef- 
fectiveness of these sod bag dams 
was shown where they were laid 
across the site of a large gully 
on the county farm north of Lin- 
dale. Wire dams set' on posts 
had first been constructed in this 
gully some twelve feet below the 
general ground level and soil had 
been pushed in on these until 
only a slight depression remain- 
ed. At intervals across the top 
of this loose fill sod bag dams 
were laid in long lines and staked 
down. 


In March rains totalling 0.14 of 
an Inch fell on this farm, in 
April rain to the 'amount of 8.01 
inches, by May 5 rains totalling 
5.27 inches fell. In late April and 
early May there was a quick suc- 
cession of rains which left the 
ground soft and ready to slide. 
This was climaxed by a rain of 
2.60 Inches, of which 0.7 inch fell 
in 18 minutes. After this down- 
pour of rain inspection showed 
that the sod bags were all in 
place, the grass was 
growing 


through them, and very little soil 
had been washed-out of the gully.

aort. 


FLYING LABORATORY 
First news of the trans- 


port plane which 
crossed 


the country from coast to 
coast ..in 11 hours and 
5 


minutes didn't tell the whole 
story. More important than 
the speed record is,the fact 
that the air liner, called by 
' the pilot a "flying labora- 
tory," was equipped with a, 
gyroscopic 
pilot 
which 


worked beautifully and did 
80 per cent of the flying. 


There ,were three men in 


the plane, a navigator, a 


> flight engineer and the pi- 


lot. The first man kept the 
plane on its course, mostly 
'by means of radio beams. 
The usefulness of that meth- 
od of direction finding was 
thoroughly tested by flight 
around a bad snow storm 
and 
by 1,000 miles' of 


"blind flying" 
through a 


heavy dust storm. The sec- 
ond man listened to the mo- 
tors, watched the E. P. M. 
and looked out for gas con- 
sumption, etc. The third 
man handled the controls 
when taking off, skirting 
the snow storm and when 
landing. The rest 
of 
the 


time he let the gyroscopic 
pilot do the work, occasion- 
. ally turning the knob which 
controlled it. This division 
of labor cave 
every mail 


plenty of time and energy 
to take care of his particu- 
lar task. They had coffee 
and food en route and were 
feeling fine instead of ex- 
hausted at the end of the 
long non-stop flight. Says 
the pilot: 


, "I want to stress the point 
that this flight was a labor- 
atory 
experiment, 
with 


.epeed no particular object. 
-The time is not far off when 
passen&ers will be trooping 
across more easily and fast- 
er than we came."

SCIENTIFIC OPTIMISM 


Pessimism is the fashion 


lately. A lot of the worst 
pessimists now were 
the 


most vocal optimist just be- 
fore/ the collapse in 1929. 
They 
were 
probably as 


wrong now as they were 
then. 


Most of the business in- 


dications lately are good. 
Government observers, busi- 
ness observers and newspa- 
per observers agree about 
that, and they can hardly 
be all wrong. 


People have been fooled 


so* often in the last six years 
that they have lost faith in 
any evidence of improve- 
ment, no matter how good 
it looks. They can't believe 
any'more that things can 
really get better. 


This state of mind is nat- 


ural, but unscientific. The 
scientific fact is that booms 
and depressions have fol- 
lowed each other always, 
and that the economic cycle, 
however modified by ma- 
chinery and legislation, is 
still operating. 
Prosperity 


and adversity tend to fol- 
low each other like day and 
night. The boom couldn't 
last forever, despite what 
the irrational optimists were 
saying in 1928 and 1929, 
and neither can the depres- 
sion last forever, despite 
what the irrational pessim- 
ists say now. 


Optimists on general prin- 


ciples are right at least as 
often 
as pessimists. They 


are probably right now. 
And at this stage of the 
business cycle, enough op- 
timists acting together could 
put prosperity over with a 
bang. 


"This will never again 


be the same stable, order- 
ly nation we knew before 
the depression," says a lec- 
turer. It never was. 
• 


Our public men seem to 


spend money as freely now 
as our private citizens did 
before the depression. 


The economic and politi- 


cal dust storms are pretty 
bad, too.

started for Alaska the other 
day, 
67 families with 128 


children, seem to have good 
stuff in them.

Much' of it 
is residence construction. 
Reports 
from 
37 > states 


show it reached $32,207,- 
400 in March, the best 
March total since 1932. The 
federal bureau of labor sta- 
tistics reports an increase 
of 74.5 per cent in the val- 
ue of permits 
issued 
in 


March as compared with a 
year ago. 


Another agreeable fea- 


ture of this stirring in an 
almost stagnant industry is 
the fact that only 39 mil- 
lions of the 123 millions in 
contracts let in March were 
for public jobs.

THAT HE KILLED FIVE

Fatigued and disheveled after a 
night of police questioning, Fred- 
erick Gross, 49-year-old bookkeep- 
er was arraigned in the Bridge 
Plaza 
court, 
Brooklyn, 
today 


charged with the murder of his 
wife and four children by pois- 
oninnr. He was held without ball 
for examination Monday in hom- 
icide court. 


In the Raymond street jail he 


was placed under extraordinary 
surveillance and his shoe laces, 
necktie and belt taken from him 
to safeguard against possible sui- 
cide. 


NEW YORK,

Frederick Gross, 49-year-old book- 
keeper, was charged with homi- 
cide today In connection with the 
poison deaths of his wife 
and 


four children. 


Gross was arraigned In a Brook- 


lyn police court after he had un- 
dergone an all-night questioning 
which, police said, had failed to 
shake him in his denial that he 
had used a rare poison to take 
the lives of his wife, Katharine, 
38, and the children, Frederick 
9 1-2, Katharine, 7, Leo1, 3, and 
Barbara, 18 months. 


Evidence allegedly obtained by 
a 
toxlcologists using a specto- 
graph on tissue taken from 
the 


bodies of the mother and the son, 
Leo, 
caused 
District 
Attorney 


William F. X. Geoghan to order 
the placing of a homicide charge 
against 
the prisoner. 


Investigators said Gross, a $20- 


a-week bookkeeper for an 
im- 
porting firm, had access to a 
stock of poison Intended for kill- 
ing rodents. Because It had been 
used so rarely In taking human 
life, 
they said, medical knowl- 


edge of its effect on the human 
body Is limited. 


The prisoner, wearer of an ar- 


tificial leg the result of an ac- 
cident 
In 
Philadelphia 
in 1905, 


had only the nourishment of half 
a sandwich and a cup of coffee 
during the grilling which had en- 
tered its second day. 


Investigators said the detahs re- 


sulted from poison taken In food. 


Gross's mother-in-law, Mrs. Ol- 


ga Xein, in a Brooklyn hospital 
suffering from symptoms of pois- 
oning, professed her belief in the 
hookeepcr's innocence today when 
authorities brought the man to 
the hospital. They had planned 
to confront Gross with his 
111 


mother-in-law, but' changed their 
plans when she 
declared 
she 


thought he was innocent. 
"He couldn't have done it," she 


said. "He thought too much of 
them all." 


Gross said his 
mother-in-law 


had told of seeing a white, spark- 
ling substance in some cocoa that 
Gross had purchased from the 
firm employing him. Gross, ac- 
cording to Kurt Weaver, 
vice 


president of the 
concern, 
had 


said he believed his wife's death 
had been caused by the Cocoa.

with them, sped to Mexla where 
the arrest was. made. The sus- 
pects were returned to.Corslcana 
where

and photographed. Sheriff Rufus 
Pevehouse stated Saturday that 
the two men were ex-convtcts and 
one had been out of the peni- 
tentiary only' a few • clays.. They 
gave their addresses, as Dallas 
and had been registered In a 
local hotel since Wednesday night. 
Opened Bank Accounts.

tives, opened accounts and later 
brought checks drawn on accom- 
plices for deposit and gave checks 
on the account.

ar.-: R. C. Tipton, both sentenced 
to life for murder, and Harry 
lAltlow, serving 35 years for rob- 
bery, dashed into Trinity river 
bottoms and eluded posses with 
bloodhounds.

amendment to limit the govern- 
or's power and passed a bill tax- 
ing marble tables and other coin- 
operated vending machines, esti- 
mated to yield $750,000 annually.
